FAMILY AND MARKET ORCHARDS 


For the apple orchard which is to 


produce fruit for family use only it 
does very well.to set several varieties, 
which will answer the several pur- 
poses for which tbe fruit is used and 
will cover as long a season of con- 
sumption as possible. But if the ap- 
ples are to be grown for the market it 
is by all means best to restrict the
